II. The county home demonstration agent makes studies and surveys of the 
homes and communities of the county with the aid of supervisors, exten- 
sion specialists, and State and Federal agencies, as well as local 
rural women, school and health officials, leaders of local rural organ- 
izations, end others interested, to determine and agree pon the larger 
home, family-life, and community problems of the county. 


1, Locates leading rural women, school and health officials, editors, 
businessmen, and farmers, and wins their interest in studying the local home 
and community situations and determining the part cooperative extension work 
may play in the improvement of these situations. 


2, Obtains good will and ee ee i by maintaining a sympa- 
thetic attitude and keen wholehearted interest.in local farm, farm-home, 
and community affairs. 


3. Studies the rural background and history of the. county and observes 


the situations and trends that affect the present and the near future of farm 
home, family, and rural-community life. 


4, Uses home management, farm home eeccuee. farm management , farm 
economic, and rural sociological data, and makes weudee in these fields with 


the aid of supervisors, specialists, leading local rural women, church, school, 


health officals, and others to determine incomes and expenditures, standards 
of. Living, systems of farm and home organization and management, in order to 
determine the vroblems in obtaining’ larger incomes, adjusted expenditures, 
and more satisfying standards of country Life.
